} Life Line Used by Mountaineers 


The ropes used by Alpine climbers 
is of special manufacture, combining 
|as far as pessible the differing qual- 
‘ittes of strength, flexibility and light- 
| ness. Three qualities are in gen 
| eral use, being made from Sisal, Ital 
jian and Manilla hemps respectively 
and occasionally, when cost is not a 
consideration, of silk. The latter, 
though very light and strong, is not 
so durable as the others. That 
which finds most favor among Brit 
ish mountaineers 1s known as Buck: 
ingham's Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLeish re 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was mide 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma- 
nilla. They both had a breaking 
strain of two tons and sustained the 
weight of a twelve stone man after 
falling from a height of ten feet. Non- 
mountaineers have sometimes consid- 
ered this insufficient, but ft Is highly 
problematical whether the human an- 
atomy could survive the sudden cont- 
pression of a thin rope arising from 
any greater fall—Fry's Magazine.

Cutting Trees by Wire 

A new method of felling trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20. 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put- 
ting the axeman out of business in 
the forests of Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
the tree and the heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient to burn a thin 
carbonized kerf, which is both 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
a saw The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is extremely thin, and 
allows the structure and any disease 
of the wood to be distinetly recog 
nized It enables the tree to be 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily-in the 
woods. There are mang’ advantages 
in this method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all appar- 
atus usually required, and the machine 
can be used in close quarters not suf- 
ficient for men choppers.

STARTLING PREDICTION 


Sir William Ramsay Thinks Coal 
Miners May Soon be Unne- 
cessary 
Sir William Ramsay, the eminent 
| Scientist, in a speech at the opening 
of the International Smoke Abatement 
Exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, 


made the startling prediction that we | 


might be able in the future to do 
without coal miners. 


Explaining how, he pointed out that 
salt was mined by introducing water 
down the shafts of the salt mines, 
the water being pumped back in the 
shape of brine and the salt recover- 
ed by evaporation. He had carefully 
considered the coal industry from this 
standpoint, and had seriously come 
to the conclusion that*no coal need 
be burnt for ordinary purposes. The 
ideal state of things would be to have 
| the retorts in the bowels of the earth 
What was to hinder the coal being 
left where it was? he asked. 


The gas might be obtained by pass- 
ing down the boring, the necessary 
air to produce partial combustion. In 
this way water-gas, which was a mix- 
ture cf carbonic oxide and hydogen, 
could be produced. This would rise 
to the surface of its own accord and 
could then be employed for every pur- 
pose for which coal gas is used. Sir 
William Ramsay added that electric- 
ity might be distributed where it was 
heeded at such very small cost that 
it could be used for heating. At 
present it was ‘expensive but there 
| was no reason why in future it should 
not cost one-hundre@h part of a pen- 
ny per unit ’ 

Later, as one of the guests of the 
Institute of Printers and Kindred 
Trades at their annual dinner, Sir 
William: made the highly interesting 
statement that he had been in oom- 
munication with a certain colliery 
proprietor, who had decided to give

case Never neglect to get a good 
circulation of fresh air thropgh the 
rooms you live in three or four times 
a day, and by all means have the 
sleeping rooms well ventilated—win- 
dows wide open in the summer and 
always part way open in cold weath- 
er. Those individuals who are 
afraid of fresh air in their sleeping 
rooms deprive themselves of the very 
| first principie of health. Have fresh 
air, but avoid drayghts. If you have 
two windows, have both open; if but 
one window, open it and leave the 
| door ajar, being careful to place the 
bed where there will be no draught. | 
But should you be so situated that you | 
cannot leave the door open, then 
open the window from both top and 
bottom, as this will assure a better 
circulation of air. A hundred times 
| rather spend a little more on fuel if 
{necessary than have doctor bills to 
| pay. You should consider it a mis- 
demeanor for any of your family to 
sleep in a tightly closed room. 

If your house has a verandah, make 
a living room out of it for the sum- 
mer; if no verandah, put down a, 
wooden floor or a few old rugs on the | 
ground at a convenient and = shady 
place outside the house and practi- 
cally live there. You can do your 
sewing, mending, washing, preparing 
of vegetables, and even washing of 
dishes there. It may require a few 
more steps to carry things out, but 
it will also save much of clearing up

Action of the Government in Remitting One Half of the 
Duty is Generally Considered to be Rather Drastic, 
and Further Reduction is not Probable. : 


Outawa, Ont.—The Evening Citizen 
ts commenting on the recent remis- 
elon of 50 per cent. of the duty on 
eement says: 

“It is wholly improbable that any 
farther action will be taken by the 

vernment in regard to the cement 
y. The action taken in remitting 
one-half of the duty is considered 
merally to be pretty drastic though 
riain interests in the west are re- 
Presenting that it does not go far 
enough. ‘he situation which called 
for a reductibn of the duty was a spec- 
fal case, to meet which exceptional 
@otion hal t» be taken. There ts 
no reason to anticipate, however, as 
Binted in certain quarters, that it 
is the thin end of the wedge and like- 
ly to be further extended as regards 
cement or other commodities till there 
ad inquiry into the tariff gener- 
ally.” 

The Citizen also prints a lengthy 
tnterview with Senator LW.C. Ed- 
wards, president of the Canada Ce- 
mient company, in regard to the situa- 
tion. “The Canada Cement company 
bas a large surplus stock on hand over 
il requirements, on which it would

tion of six villages as a result of the 
eruption of Katmai volcano was the 


fear expressed by persons on board |

It is impossible to get any details 
but the tender brought word that 
when it last heard the village of Uyak 
on Kodlak Island was safe. It was 
reported previously that this was 
destroyed and it is now hoped all set- 
tlements on this island escaped with- 
out damage other than getting a cov- 
ering of volcanic ashes. 

There is some apprehension over 
the fate of Afognak Island, which lies 
between Kodiak Island the Katmai 
volcano. No word has come from 
there. 

The entire atmoyphere of Alaska 
seems charged with gases, vegetation 
everywhere being killed during a 
sharp drizzle. 

Chemists declared the rain seemed 
to carry a strong charge of sulphuric 
acid, 

Wherever the rain touched vegeta- 
tion it blighted it. Even iron frames 
of buildings were slightly eaten. 

It is impossible at this time to get 
an accurate estimate of the damage 
or number of persons destitute, since 
it has been impossible to approach 
the vicinity of the voleano, It is be- 
leved, however, the property loss is 
tremendous and hundreds of lives 
lost.

Him for his burial. This was prob- 
ably at Nain, and the name of the 
woman is not given. Both anoint 
ings were in the houses of men called 
Simon, but the one is called Simon 
the Pharisee and the other Simon the 
leper. In today’s lesson the woman 
washed His feet with penitential teare 
them and anointed them. At Bethany 
Mary anointed His head as wel! as 


His feet, but there is no 1:ecord of 
her washing them They are mant- 
festly two wholly different incidents 
at different times and in diflereat 
places, but Jesus Christ Himself is 
the centre in each, as He is in all 


the bible, and everywhere and at all 
times revealing God the Father ln 
our lesson He is in the house of one 
who ka fim not nor treated Him 
with common courtesy, as we learn 
from the words of Jesus in verses 44- 
45, “Thou gavest me no water for my 
feet; thou gavest me no kiss, my 
head with oil thou didst not anoint,” 
At Bethany He was in the house of
